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Because History Matters

On May 6, Mattapoisett Public Library's Purrington 
Lecture Series hosted a lecture that opened a door into 
Bronze Age culture and sites. Holding the door open as 
we slipped through was archeologist Dr. Stuart Swiny. 

On the other side were magnificent works of art, many of 
which have been under continuous threat of annihilation 
or confiscation almost 
since they were created, 
but never more than now 
in modern Near East 
countries. 

Swiny has spent 
decades both in the 
field excavating sites 
in Turkey, Cyprus, Iran 
and Afghanistan, and 
in academic circles as 
a professor focused 
primarily on Near 
East studies with a 
concentration on early 
and middle Cypriot 
periods. He was also the 
director of the Cyprus American Archeological Research 
Institute. More recently, he taught at the University of 
Albany before retiring. 

With such a massive wealth of knowledge, Swiny's 
presentation gave the audience just a taste of Bronze 
Age artistic ingenuity, religious themes, and the cross¬ 
pollination of cultures and societies in ancient Cypriot 
times. He also reminded us that mankind, at times, is 
savage. 

Woven throughout Swiny's talk was the importance 
- the absolute necessity - of preserving historic sites and 
artifacts. 

"Preserving the remains of a culture is a serious 
matter," said Swiny. 

He gave his personal view of the perils faced in

areas where war and conflict have not only threatened 
human lives but the ancient history that rightfully belongs 
to them as well. 

Swiny started with early threats by French and 
English excavators better described as "looters" who took, 
sold, or purchased all things ancient. Then he introduced 
a prime mover, one Earl Elgin (1774-1841), who nearly 
singlehandedly deconstructed pieces of the Parthenon,

transporting them to England. And let us not forget those 
who acquired anything and everything that could be 
moved to the Metropolitan Museum of Fine Art in New 
York City. 

Swiny said of modern society and the hundreds 
of thousands of stolen pieces, "There are governments 
who would like them back!" He pointed to the famous 
tug of war between the Italian government and the MFA- 
NY that went on for three decades before the massive 
Euphronios Krater (515 BC) was returned. 

Swiny said that it was a western elitist justification 
that "we are saving these things" from climate and an 
indifferent local attitude that contributed to the removal 
of artifacts. However, such concepts were, in fact, not 
always the best for the pieces in question. 

The World War II bombing of Germany, for 
instance, turned many ancient pieces taken from their 
original locations to Germany into rubble. Swiny said 
other pieces that had been transported west were saved 
prior to the outbreak of war, as they were secreted into 
caves and other safe havens. "Hilter was upset to find the 
Louvre was cleaned out." 

Speaking to the magnificence of the works of art, 
Swiny showed a picture of a gleaming white statue; then 
beside it another of the same statue brightly painted. He 
said that most of statues and interior temple walls were 
painted saying, ".. .Because color in everyday life was 
limited, and the ancients loved color." 

After World War II, Swiny said looting decreased. 
Yet even today these illegal activities continue. He said 
museums cannot purchase ancient works that have been 
excavated after 1972. But more distressing yet, many sites 
and precious pieces have been physically destroyed. 

Swiny showed photographic evidence of temples 
bombed and statues defaced in Iraq and Afghanistan. He 
said the museum in Kabul that he so enjoyed visiting in 
the past had been stripped to bare stones and used for a 
refugee shelter. 

"It is painful for me to see," he quietly stated. 

He said that even the ruthless Genghis Kahn had not 
damaged the gods of other cultures, somehow believing 
in the respect they should receive. "The Islamic State, 
however, blew them up."

Regarding the conflict in Syria, Swingy said that 
many works of art had been removed to safe locations but 
that the culture of the country was still damaged. 

Swiny's many decades of study give him not only 
an immense understanding of ancient societies, but they 
also imbue him with tremendous insight into human 
nature both then and now. He believes that while people 
of the past didn't fully appreciate all the riches they 
had, modern people can and should, thus his message 
resonates: "...Once it's gone, it's gone forever..." He 
understands the importance of research and its ability 
to yield important information about human habitation 
from what people ate to societal constructs, but he also is 
sounding the drumbeat - "History matters," and as such 
should not be taken for granted. 

When asked about how governments should 
balance the needs of growing modern populations with 
the conservation of historic sites, Swiny thought for a 
moment then smiled and said, "Well, you can make more 
humans, but not historic works."

schedule include receiving beads that are used to make 
bookmarks, a cover design contest, a scavenger hunt, 
partaking in the pizza party, and last but not least, being 
invited to a sleepover in the library. 

Master of ceremony for this eagerly awaited 
evening of fun and surprises was the library's own 
Jeanne McCullough, children's service manager. Her 
engagement with the children was evident in every word 
and facial expression as she prepared to make the big 
announcement.

Tri-Town, Nation Reaches Recycling Crisis

Recycling is officially a sticky subject in the Tri- 
Town, both figuratively and literally, and now ABC 
Disposal, Inc. is looking to reclaim some of the costs of 
disposing our dirty recyclables by increasing disposal 
fees. 

And what's worse, recycling in the area and in the 
country is at a veritable halt, with many of the items you 
toss in your recycling cart being sent straight for disposal 
or stockpiled as the nation figures out how to make 
recycling sustainable in a crashing worldwide recyclable 
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materials market. 

When the Towns of Mattapoisett and Rochester, like 
many other area towns, first signed the waste disposal 
and recycling collection contract with ABC Disposal, there 
was no fee to dispose of recyclables; ABC was able to sort 
that material and sell it off with most of it to be bought up 
by China, the world's leading buyer of recyclable material 
on the planet. That is, until now. 

In a letter to the Town of Rochester from last 
October 2017, ABC Disposal CEO Mike Camara wrote 
that changing market conditions in the recycling industry, 
China's recent National Sword policies, and changing 
laws and regulations have affected the processing of 
recyclable materials worldwide. China's National Sword 
policy aims to reduce the contamination rate of single¬ 
stream materials it buys to less than 1%. 

According to Camara, the new standards have 
caused additional costs throughout the entire recycling 
process in order to meet China's new standards for 
cleaner recyclable materials, with fewer facilities capable 
of meeting those standards. 

"The added costs and expenses to us, the recycling 
facilities and the entire process include but are not limited 
to material and significant added capital expenditures, 
system processing slow-downs, added labor costs, and 
additional quality control standards, costs and expenses," 
wrote Camara. "At the same time, commodity prices 
have significantly fallen due to these and other various 
uncontrollable market forces." 

In other words, our dirty recycling has turned 
China off and they no longer want to recycle our sticky 
yogurt-encrusted containers, plastic shopping bags, and 
oil-stained cardboard - and that is now going to cost us. 

"[We] are faced with recycling terms and pricing 
expenses that have more than doubled," Camara wrote. 
"As such, this has forced us to review the current terms 
and pricing structure in place for all of our municipal 
recycling collection contracts." 

When ABC Disposal submitted its proposal to 
Rochester and Mattapoisett in 2014, the company set its 
recycling service expenses at the highest pricing level, 
and the current situation - dirty, expensive to process 
recyclables and China's change of heart - was unforeseen.

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Under Section 3(a) Force Majeure of the contract 
with ABC, the company wants to impose a $55.98 per ton 
fee, Camara said in his letter to Rochester, which began on 
November 1, 2017. Rochester decided to start paying the 
fee, around an extra $2,800 a month, said Rochester Town 
Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar, but Mattapoisett has 
not yet paid ABC Disposal any extra fees. 

Appearing on the Mattapoisett Annual Town 
Warrant on May 14 will be an article (Article 35) to 
appropriate $50,000 to be set aside to pay ABC Disposal 
the demand for additional payment for recycling service 
if the Court rules that the Town must pay the sum. 

According to Mattapoisett Health Agent Dale 
Barrows, that sum so far is up to $20,000. 

"But if the court finds that ABC shouldn't have 
charged us the money, then the money (appropriated in 
Article 35) will be returned," said Barrows on May 8. 

But the clock is ticking, even as municipalities 
around the Tri-Town assess the situation, even holding 
inter-municipal meetings to collectively explore how 
to handle the prospect of ABC Disposal's contract

adjustment. ABC Disposal, in a letter dated April 12 
addressed to Mattapoisett Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne, gave the Town a formal notification that it would 
no longer provide recycling service to Mattapoisett as of 
July 1 if the Town does not pay up. 

"China's National Sword has made it financially 
impossible for ABC to continue to service the recycling 
requirements of the contract," Camara wrote. He 
continued, "ABC has sustained significant financial loss 
over the last six months that have pushed the company 
towards pending insolvency ... ABC has been in contact 
with its bankruptcy attorneys and may be forced to file 
another Chapter 11 reorganization."

Rochester, said Barrows; and he knows because he has 
been doing his homework searching for another company 
to contract with the Town for recycling. 

"We looked around and there's no one else who's 
gonna touch that contract for that low a price," said 
Barrows. "There's just no one out there." 

According to Barrows, even with a surcharge, 

ABC's pricing is considerably less than its competitors. 
Barrows said ABC's latest proposal for Mattapoisett was 
for $47 per ton of recyclables. 

"It almost appears we're between a rock and a 
hard place," said Mattapoisett Board of Health member 
Ken Dawicki. "We either come up with the money or we 
lose..." 

"Rochester saw the writing on the wall and we 
started paying," said Barrows, who is also the Board 
of Health chairman for his hometown of Rochester. 
"Rochester has been paying them all along." 

The Town of Fairhaven during its Annual Town 
Meeting last Saturday passed an article similar to 
Mattapoisett's, only Fairhaven's was for $93,000. 

But the truth is, not only is the problem a local 
problem, it's actually a national problem and ultimately a 
global problem. 

Recycling is at a near standstill in the United States. 
According to Camara, roughly 75% of what residents 
place in their recycling cart are no longer being recycled 
due to a severe decreases in value in the recyclable 
materials market. 

"[Most] of these materials are being sent for 
disposal or stockpiled with no open viable markets 
available," Camara said. "ABC can no longer continue to 
pay the high cost of processing recyclables when so much 
of what is now being placed in recycling carts is being 
sent out for disposal." 

According to Camara, because China no longer 
desires our sub-par recyclables, "[China's actions] have 
seriously derailed every [single stream recycling] program 
across the country and has driven up the cost to a point 
where it now exceeds the cost of disposal for trash." 

"Even if we clean all our [recyclables] up right now, 
it's still a problem all across the country," said Barrows. 

It's still disheartening though, Barrows said, when just

this week he saw materials that do not belong in the bins 
- like plastic tarps, plastic bags, and plastic wrap - being 
manually pulled from the sorting process. 

"We're going to try to negotiate with ABC because 
nobody wants them to walk away/' Barrows said, but 
he added, "It's not just an ABC problem. It's a regional 
problem and a national problem." 

As the United States can no longer rely on China 
to accept our recycling, the country will have to solve its 
own recycling problem. 

"This is a long-term problem with no reasonable 
short-term solution," cautioned Camara. 

ABC Disposal is hoping to convince the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection 
to remove glass, mixed paper, and #3 through #7 plastics 
from the mandated waste ban list, as the world market for 
these materials is virtually non-existent. "Some possible 
solutions," Camara said, "might be state-implemented tax 
increment financing, tax credits, and low interest loans to 
encourage companies to build facilities in Massachusetts 
that can process our recyclables." 


The Primordial Snapping Turtle

The warming days of May are when the female 
snapping turtle crawls up out of the winter waters of 
hibernation and heads overland as much as a half mile or 
more to lay her eggs for the autumnal hatching of the next 
generation. 

Along her 
traditional route 
of this annual 
pilgrimage, 
often to the same 
location, she may 
appear at the edge 
getting ready to 
cross a country 
road.

to forty eggs and bury them in the warm sands of a sunny 
slope as illustrated.

she promptly retraces her steps along the same route, 
returning to the muddy bottoms of aquatic habitat. This 
unfortunately leaves her eggs in a predictable location 
often to be found by hungry skunks, raccoons, and crows. 

Terrestrial egg laying is a reptilian reproduction 
ritual for snapping turtles classified as the Chelydra 
Serpentina. The serpent symbol that often surfaces in the 
mind of mortal man is of course the scheming reptile 
alluding to temptation for reproduction in the biblical 
Garden of Eden. The so-called 'snapper' also seems to 
be evil when confronted on land by mankind. It has a 
similarly tricky combative disposition with powerful 
jaws and sharp edges of a tail not to be twisted. As an 
underworld aquatic demon, they have a reputation and 
are known to grab the feet of waterfowl ducklings and 
goslings and pull them under to be eaten. 

When the young turtles hatch in August, they are 
only about half an inch long with faces only a mother 
could love. Immediately after hatching, they head off as 
a group, tracing their mother's direction to the nearest 
water before predators can snatch them up.

course brought into life by a very selective parent. After 
breeding on land, she was able to store the sperm of her 
mate for a long waiting period until she sensed by instinct 
her reproductive system and environmental conditions 
were favorable. 

Snapping turtles also have the most astounding 
temperature-dependent sex determination. Scientific tests 
prove that eggs incubated at about 68 degrees Fahrenheit 
produce only females, 70 to 72 degrees both males and 
females, and 73 to 78 degrees only males. They emerge 
from the leathery containers by using a small egg tooth 
to break the shells. Once they get bigger and their shells 
harden, their chances of living as long as ten years will 
greatly improve. But throughout their early lives, the 
odds are stacked against them and less than ten percent 
of eggs laid grow to maturity. Yet they are said to be 
primordial, a term meaning reproducing in their original 
form and re-enacted unchanged over millions of years. 

We learned at an early age in science class that the 
first emergence of living forms on Earth crawled up out 
of a sea best described as a fertile source of a primordial 
soup. On a warm day in May, your casual route of travel 
may cross paths with a snapping turtle's re-enactment of 
this ancient reproductive journey. May I suggest you do 
not judge your cause to disrupt or interfere in any way. 
Coming to light and unfolding across a country road 
for all to see is a moving link in the unbroken chain of 
survival renewed since the beginning of time on Earth.

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Elephants, Transparency, and Action: 

Marion candidates address pressing issues 
By Jean Perry 

Marion voters on May 3 met the candidates for the 
2018 Annual Town Election during the League of Women 
Voters annual candidates' night at the Marion Music Hall. 

Two races are contested this year - one for a seat on 
the Board of Assessors with an emphasis on transparency, 
and the other for a seat on the Board of Selectmen for a 
one-year term determined by which of the four candidates 
will take action instead of 'kicking the can further down 
the road.' 

Current assessor Ray Pickles faces opposition this 
year from former assessor George "TJ" Walker who didn't 
hold back on Thursday night when it came to addressing 
matters of transparency and the proverbial "elephant in 
the room." 

"I was surprised that the elephant in the room 
wasn't addressed," said Walker during his closing 
remarks. 

Walker was referring to the January firing of Pickles 
as the executive director of the Carver, Marion, Wareham 
Regional Refuse Disposal District for mismanagement. 

The CMWRRDD Committee and the three towns' town 
administrators are still struggling to piece together five 
years of missing financial records and no annual audits 
since 2012. 

"It's a real issue," said Walker.

In addition to the CMWRRDD controversy. Walker 
said he recently requested information from the Town 
Clerk's Office - Pickles has been the town clerk since 2006 
- including the registered voting list dating back three 
to five years, saying the Town Clerk's Office imposed a 
$100 fee, and records dating further back would cost $500. 
Walker said he went to the town administrator who said 
those fees were inappropriate. 

"These things happen ... people trying to shade 
things, and I think it's wrong," Walker said. "And it's no 
big secret that the district attorney is investigating.... I 
think it reflects poorly on all of us..." 

Pickles ignored Walker's allegations during his 
own closing remarks, saying only, "I've enjoyed the job as 
assessor; I believe that the assessors' office is ... run very 
smoothly. We have little controversy, and I have enjoyed it 
immensely." He added that the current Board of Assessors 
has "done well for many years." 

There were residents who also questioned the 
transparency of the Assessors' Office, including Allan 
Ditchfield who explored the availability of the minutes 
of the assessors' weekly meetings. Pickles said minutes 
are kept in the Assessors' Office and the public is allowed 
to request them. Ditchfield asked if the minutes are ever 
published, to which Pickles replied, "No." 

"I don't see the reason why the Town should 
publish the minutes from the assessors' meetings," said 
Pickles, adding that the minutes are also filed in the Town 
Clerk's Office. 

The topic of the three-year reevaluation was 
brought up, along with the Assessors' Office relying on 
an outside firm to perform the assessments of residents' 
properties and the cost. 

Walker said the cost to hire assessment contractor 
Vision Government Solutions is $38,400, adding, "...And 
we're (the Board of Assessors) doing less and less of the 
work ourselves." He said there is an active contract for 
$38,000 with Vision that was dated 2017, but questioned 
the validity of the contract that was executed by Pickles as 
chairman of the board. Walker said the contract he viewed 
was not signed by town counsel or the contractor. 

"So I don't know if we have a contract or not," 
Walker said.

"The answer is yes, we have a contract/' said 
Pickles. 

Walker later stated that as he was doing his 
"homework" for the election, some records he requested 
were not "available," adding, "I think we can do a better 
job." 

Pickles was Marion's town administrator from 
1972 until he retired in 2005. Since then, he has served 
as the town clerk and assessor, for which he is currently 
certified. 

"I'd appreciate your vote for assessor," said Pickles. 

Walker has a law degree, and he has served for 
one term as an assessor and three terms on the Planning 
Board. 

"I am certified. I've passed all the course work and 
examinations, and I can start on day one," Walker said. 

For the Board of Selectmen, Randy Parker is the 
only candidate running for the open three-year term 
seat, while four vie for the remaining one year of Steve 
Gonsalves' term after he resigned in February. Each 
candidate had three minutes for an opening statement 
followed by questions from the public. 

Parker has lived in Marion most of his life, operates 
his own business in town, and currently serves on the 
Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission. He said he 
understands that personalities and points of view may 
differ, but he is confident he can work as a team member 
to achieve common goals on the board. 

"I'm a 'salt of the earth' type of person," Parker 
said. "I'm able to approach matters with common sense 
and an open mind," and added that he has a strong work 
ethic, is fiscally conservative, and all for full disclosure. 

"I assure you that no stone will be left unturned ... and 
attention to detail will be crucial and vital as the board 
faces new and complicated issues ahead." 

For his three minutes, one-year term candidate 
William "Dale" Jones placed his emphasis on his 
education, career, boards and committees he's served on, 
and his volunteer work and accomplishments, saying 
that he had a degree from the Massachusetts Maritime 
Academy, was an engineering officer for the Merchant 
Marine, and worked for Raytheon as an engineer. 

Michelle Ouellette Smith is a special education

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teacher and currently serves on the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, Marion School Committee, and ORR School 
Committee. 

"The same issues are still haunting our town," 
said Smith, including the Town House, union contract 
negotiations, sidewalks, roads, and sluggish small 
business growth. "Decisions must be based on sound 
judgment.... I am the candidate that will move us 
forward..." 

John Waterman said, "Why am I running for this 
position? I bring the skillset to the position ... not offered 
by the other candidates." 

"I will make an effort to get along and work with 
everyone.... I don't think you get anywhere if you don't

... work closely as a team." 

As a financial analyst. Waterman said he's familiar 
with the financial implications of the wastewater 
treatment facilities and other money matters facing the 
town. He said he would donate his selectmen's salary to 
the Marion fireworks fund each each year he is on the 
board, eliciting applause. 

Joseph Zora went right into the issues, saying, "I 
think the Town House should be preserved..." but said, 
"The biggest, scariest thing in this community is our 
wastewater treatment facility." He opposes connecting 
residents of Aucoot Cove and Mattapoisett and is against 
regionalizing sewer service because of the high costs, 

$6.8 million and $40 million, respectively, according to 
Zora. Zora had trouble keeping within time allotted, and 
several times continued his diatribes beyond the time 
limit. 

Waterman said he wrote a piece on wastewater and 
suggested looking at failed septic systems in addition to 
the treatment plant for nitrogen pollution. "It has to be a 
much broader, more comprehensive approach." 

Ouellette agreed, and added, "We have to really 
figure out a plan now because every day that we don't 
have a plan costs us more and more money down the 
road." 

"I worked with the EPA, the DEP," said Jones, ".. .1 
know I can work with them really well. I know we can 
solve the problems we have in the town." 

Parker, who joined the panel although he is running 
unopposed, said all the details are spelled out in the 
Order of Conditions the Town has already been issued. "It 
has to be taken care of." 

"If we ignore everything else but just talk about 
the water," said Ouellette. "Stop talking about everything, 
it's time to fix it and move forward.... We need to do 
something about it now before [the town] crumbles 
around us." 

Jones said he opposed regionalizing the sewer 
service. "The cost is going to be increased and we lose all 
control of what were doing.... If they set their rates way 
up, then were gonna have to deal with that." 

Waterman said, "It would be nice as a town if we 
could afford to do everything we want to do. We can't."

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With a $6.9 million Town House renovation and an added 
$3.6 million in interest, according to Waterman, debt will 
be increased to 41percent. 

"We better get started in these things," said Parker, 
but which ones and how the town spreads them out, he 
didn't know. "We've got to get some projects squared 
away." 

Resident Bob Raymond thought the Town has a 
habit of "kicking the can down the road," for example, for 
50 years the Town House was not maintained. "Now we 
have a big problem," he said. 

Jones thought it's human nature to keep kicking the 
can. "Everybody loves spending somebody else's money; 
we have to control that... And I'll work day and night to 
make sure that it's done properly." 

Parker said he checked The Wanderer and for 
the past five years and the same issues were still 
being discussed that night. He beseeched the Finance 
Committee, saying, "Please allow us to get some things 
done.... I really want to get something done for you and 
for the taxpayers and for the future of Marion." 

The last point the panel discussed was multiple 
positions - all candidates said they would resign from 
their current elected and appointed positions and serve 
only as selectman - except Jones, who said he would keep 
his position as deputy of Emergency Management. 

Ouellette, who is also running for School 
Committee unopposed, said she would resign from the 
School Committee and the ZB A. 

In closing, it was Zora who elicited the laughter 
when he said, "I will make my voice known and if I get 
voted down I can move on. I'm not a bad guy. I'm just fed 
up." 

The following candidates are running unopposed: 
Planning Board (two seats) Andrew Daniel and Kristen 
Saint Don-Campbell; Board of Health incumbent John 
Howard; Town Moderator incumbent Brad Gordon; 

Open Space Acquisition Commission Alan Harris; and 
Marion School Committee (two seats) incumbent Michelle 
Ouellette Smith and April Rios. There are no ORR School 
Committee candidates.

RCF Faces Higher Costs, Less Funding 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 

By Jean Perry 

There has never been a roller coaster at the 
Rochester Country Fair, but its dwindling committee 
members have been riding one this past year, and they 
encountered a few more ups and downs on May 7 as 
the Rochester Board of Selectmen considered the RCF 
Committee's alcohol license requests and divvied up the 
annual donation money from SEMASS. 

The RCF Committee submitted three applications 
for one-day alcohol licenses, along with a request that the 


TIPS (Training and Intervention Procedures for Servers of 
alcohol) certification of every person serving alcohol be 
waived. 

First, Selectmen Chairman Greenwood Hartley 
read a letter from Town Counsel Blair Bailey advising the 
board against a full waiver, stating that a partial waiver 
that would require only one person serving alcohol be 
present at all times would be more appropriate. And 
given that this is the first time the Country Fair will be 
hosting its "beer garden," the board eventually agreed. 

The concern for the nonprofit Acushnet Lions Club 
who would be serving the alcohol was simple: money. 
Although all servers have at one time or another been 
certified, some certifications had lapsed, and the $30 cost 
per server to take the online course would eat into the 
profits meant to fund charity. 

A representative from the Acushnet Lions Club 
there that evening said the $1 million insurance the Lions 
hold that renders the Town of Rochester non-liable for any 
trouble related to the beer garden still stands, whether all 
are TIPS certified or not. 

"I'd be willing to go along with the waiver request 
knowing that someone with certification will be there 
(at all times)," said Selectman Brad Morse. And since it's 
the first year, said Hartley, he would prefer to stick with 
Bailey's recommendation. 

Next, Selectmen Hartley and Morse were unsure 
about granting an alcohol license for three nights, 
preferring to try it out for two only. But the RCF 
Committee was pushing for three, since an additional 
1950s sock hop dance was added for the Thursday night 
of the fair, and the committee hoped to entice more people 
to come out if beer and wine were served. 

In the end, the RCF got its three nights, reluctantly. 

Then when it was time to announce who would be 
receiving a piece of the annual SEMASS $10,000 pie, the 
Rochester Country Fair was given just over half of what it 
usually receives. 

This year. Hartley wanted to more strongly 
advertise the availability of funds SEMASS gives to 
the Town each year in order to fund town projects that 
benefit the most residents possible. As a result, a larger 
list of hopeful departments and projects came forward.

junior high school Survival trip and Rochester Memorial 
School's Sargent Center camp outing. 

In order to fund as much as possible, the selectmen 
gave partial amounts to some who requested, and none 
to others, including the library that requested funding for 
several Wi-Fi hotspots. 

Those that received funding were: the firefighter 
cadet program for $1,000 to purchase two junior masks 
(requested $2,000 for four masks); a Smart Board for 
Town Hall department use for $3,340; $3,000 to police for 
Survival and Sargent Center; and Rochester Country Fair, 
$2,660. 

"The country fair counts on the money," said 
committee member Kelly Morgado. 

Morgado said in the past, the country fair has been 
able to keep admission costs lower with that annual 
$5,000, adding that the SEMASS money was initially 
established as a funding source for the country fair. 

"We need to make that money up," Morgado said. 
"We cannot lose that money." 

Hartley said he had hoped the country fair's 
revolving fund would keep the fair financially solvent, 
"without SEMASS money," he said. 

"It's gonna cost people more to get into the fair," 
Morgado said. 

Morgado announced that co-chair Julie Koczera had 
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recently resigned from the committee, sending the rest of 
the members scrambling to cover children's activities and 
cover the increasing fees of bands and other entertainers. 

Also during the meeting. Town Administrator 
Suzanne Szyndlar said the 911 regionalization switchover 
would be delayed by one week maximum as the 
remaining equipment is finalized and online. The system 
will be active the week of May 22. 

In other matters, the selectmen appointed 
Christopher Zutaut as a part-time officer, and then 
once he completes full-time police academy, he will be 
promoted to full time. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen will be May 21 at 6:00 pm at Rochester 
Memorial School, just ahead of the Annual Town Meeting 
at 6:30 pm. 

Sub-Division Rules and Regulations In 
Question 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

They were well into a continued conversation 
during the May 7 meeting regarding a proposed cluster 
housing project on Chapel Road when Mattapoisett 
Planning Board Administrator Mary Crain said, "I'm not 
sure if the SRD (Special Residential District) had ever 
been recorded." 

The issue at hand revolves around whether or not 
the Planning Board and the developer can agree on a yield 
plan for the parcel. The Planning Board needs to consider 
whether or not a Form A plan that would utilize existing 
frontages would be acceptable according to bylaws and 
sub-division rules and regulations, or a Form C plan that 
would grant five smaller house lots situated primarily on 
uplands. 

Representing the developer David Nicolosi was 
William Madden of G.A.F. Engineering who opened his 
remarks by saying, "I'm not sure how I got here tonight," 
but continued by adding that Crain had invited him to 
return, allowing him to continue the informal discussion. 

The parcel as described by Madden currently 
has two pre-existing non-conforming lots. This fact 
was confirmed when Crain produced a letter from the 
Building Department stating the same. But Madden 
reminded the board that his client was seeking a five-lot 
plan that could utilize dry uplands for a cluster home sub¬ 
division and leave intact natural wetlands saying, "We 
think it is a better plan." 

But the issue of unclear language in the bylaws 
versus rather straightforward rules and regulations in 
the sub-division document were a bit at odds with one 
another. On that point, the Planning Board members were 
in agreement. And then the issue of whether or not the 
2002 SRD rules and regulations had ever been filed with 
Plymouth County further complicated the discussion. 

Crain said she would research that as well as 
checking with town counsel on how the bylaws might be 
amended to include a housing plan such as the one being 
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forwarded by Madden. 

Planning Board member Janice Robbins was the 
most vocal as she had been during the previous discussion 
saying, "The bylaw is a little inconsistent," but added that 
the project didn't really qualify for the SRD rules because of 
the two Form A lots already on the books. 

The wedge of land in question was created when 
the Route 6 layout was abandoned and the state of 
Massachusetts re-routed the highway to its current 
location. Chapel Road, which currently has a number of 
homes along it, intersects with Aucoot Road to the east and 
Route 6 to the west. 

Pressing on, Robbins asked Madden about the type 
of homes planned, believing the cluster plan as previously 
discussed would include "affordable housing" stock. But 
Madden corrected that by saying, "We were talking about 
diversified housing units; we weren't alluding to affordable 
housing units." He said that if the Planning Board would 
not grant permission for the cluster-housing plan, the 
project would be more expensive given that wetlands 
replication would clearly be required by the Conservation 
Commission for conventional units. 

"The decision we are trying to get to is how we can 
have five homes where the land is telling us they should be 
... smaller lots on uplands," Madden concluded, adding, 
"Does the Planning Board have an appetite to do that?" 

Beth Underwood and Steve Mack, residents of 
Chapel Road, voiced their concern that the parcel was 
wet and construction would cause drainage problems to 
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existing homes and that summer time traffic along the 
roadway was already problematic - more cars equaled 
more accidents. 

Crain and the board members concurred they 
had some homework to do with respect to the type of 
development they would be willing to formally review, 
and Crain needed to address whether or not the rules and 
regulation are even enforceable. 

Madden said, "We have a pretty good sense of what 
the Planning Board members are thinking." 

The discussion was suspended for now. 

Also coming before the Planning Board was Lee 
Castagnetti of Long Built Homes with a tree planting 
plan and associated restitution for property located at 167 
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North Street where trees had been cleared along the scenic 
byway. 

Castagnetti, along with Tree Warden Roland Cote 
and members of the Tree Committee, described the 
planting plan for the residential lot as well as a restitution 
sum of $5,420 to compensate the Town for the error. Cote 
said the monies would be used to purchase trees that 
would be planted throughout the community at a later 
date. The plan was accepted as presented. 

Brian Grady of G.A.F. Engineering came forward 
to discuss drainage construction; that is, repairs to 
drainage along River Road and Appaloosa Way that 
had been incorrectly installed last year. Grady said that 
work was nearing completion and that his client, Michael 
Solimando of Southeastern Building Corporation, would 
be requesting in the near future the release of the two 
remaining lots in the sub-division that had been held as 
surety. 

Grady said the lots in question had already received 
orders of conditions from the Conservation Commission 
and permitting from the Board of Health for septic 
systems. 

In other business, at the request of the developer 
Dennis Arsenault, the proposed Snow Fields Road sub¬ 
division hearing was continued until June 4. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for June 4 at 7:00 pm in the town hall 
conference room. 

Preservation Bylaw Moves Forward 

Marion Planning Board

There was widespread support on Monday night 
for the so-called Demolition Delay Bylaw at the May 
7 Marion Planning Board public hearing. The bylaw is 
derived from a citizen petition to place the article before 
Town Meeting in the fall. 

Formally known as "The Preservation of 
Historically Significant Buildings" Bylaw, the regulation 
would provide owners of structures known or assumed to 
be 75 years or older with a process that would need to be 
followed in order to receive a permit to raze the structure. 

Members of the Sippican Historical Society, 
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who drafted this bylaw, spoke about the genesis of the 
document. Historical Society President Frank McNamee 
emphasized that the bylaw is designed "to save very 
historic buildings, not ranches from the 1950s," which 
would technically be considered under this bylaw. 
McNamee added, "Right now, anyone can knock anything 
down without abutters even knowing.... We want to save 
Marion; we love it and want to protect it." 

Judy Rosbe, the Society's treasurer, provided a brief 
history of the town, reminding the board that Marion is one 
of the oldest towns in the Commonwealth (once considered 
Old Rochester). 

During the fight to protect the Captain Hadley house 
on the corner of Route 6 and Front Street, Rosbe said, "[I 
was] astounded that there was no process in place..." to 
protect the historic structure. 

Using this project as an example of how the bylaw 
would be used, Rosbe described the legal framework that 
protects the Capt. Hadley house in perpetuity. A deed 
restriction requires the owner to preserve the exterior of 
the house with no changes or alterations. The intent of the 
proposed bylaw is to provide time for the community to 
develop a creative plan for a significant historic structure to 
be preserved. 

The bylaw would apply to all structures in town, 
including town-owned buildings. 

Planning Board member Jennifer Francis clarified 
that the bylaw would apply to the exterior of a building, 
and that interior work would not trigger the regulation. 

Board member Chris Collings wondered, "Can we 
create a list on the front side so people know their structure 
triggers this [bylaw]?" to which board member Norm Hills 
responded that there is a list kept by the Sippican Historical 
Society, and a plan to update it using funding from the 
Community Preservation Committee. 

Francis continued with her concerns, pointing to the 
section of the bylaw titled "Demolition by Neglect," and 
asked, "What if a grandfather left [a house] to someone 
and they have no money to maintain it as described [in the 
bylaw]?" 

Hills said the bylaw is just a delay and provides an 
opportunity "to preserve something historic," but board 
member Andrew Daniel reiterated Francis' concerns, 
saying, ".. .But what if they can't afford it? I think a year's 
a little long ... what if it's too expensive to repair? .. .When 
does it turn into a person being told what they can and 
cannot do with their property?" 

Daniel stated that he liked the burden placed on the 
buyer to be aware if the structure would trigger the bylaw, 
but queried if it was obvious the building was not worth 
saving, should there be an avenue to take to by-pass the 
year delay. 

Board member Will Saltonstall pointed out that there 
is an appeal process available with the Marion Historical 
Commission. He also spoke in favor of the bylaw, saying, 
"[It] establishes a baseline ... yes, it is meant to slow the 
process down, to pause and evaluate the options." 

Board member Steve Kokkins interjected that it was 
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important to make sure property rights were respected. 

Saltonstall went on to say, "There are many things 
you can do in Marion by right. The conflict in Marion 
is machines show up and take [a structure] down 
without public input - this [bylaw] provides a forum for 
discussion. A unique quality of Marion is the significant 
and beautiful structures." He pointed out that there is 
a value to Marion's buildings, saying, "This inventory 
provides value to all of our properties, and balances the 
property rights issue." 

The Historical Commission would administer this 
bylaw, and there was agreement among the Planning 
Board members that the commission needs to be fortified 
because the bylaw will make the commission more active. 

The board voted unanimously in support of this 
bylaw. 

The town planner, Gil Hilario, presented 
information to the board about the FEMA Community 
Rating System (CRS) program that provides a discount 
to taxpayers on their flood insurance policy. Of the 2,336 
homes in Marion, 497 are required to carry additional 
flood insurance which, as Collings pointed out, is roughly 
20% of the town. 

In order to qualify for the discount, municipalities 
must perform flood mitigation activities, which can 
include public outreach or bylaws pertaining to 
construction in flood-prone areas. 

Collings spoke vociferously in favor of pursuing 
this program, urging the board to aggressively go after 
mitigation activities that would provide credits for the 
program and subsequently benefit the taxpayers. 

Saltonstall asked if there was a downside, to which 
Hilario replied that there would be record keeping and 
annual recertification, which could be time consuming. 

Francis suggested that Collings spearhead a 
group, possibly under the auspices of the Master Plan 
Implementation Committee, to research the "low-hanging 
fruit" and other activities the Town could do to qualify for 
this program. 

This was Jennifer Francis' last Planning Board 
meeting. Chairperson Eileen Marum announced Francis 
has been nominated for an award by SRPEDD for her 
exceptional leadership and efforts on behalf of the 
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community. In response, Francis said she was "very, very 
pleased to be nominated." 

".. .And I am in good company since Norm Hills 
received this award a few years ago - we must be doing 
something right in Marion ... I am so glad we have been 
able to accomplish so much and move us forward." 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for May 21 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 


Rochester Seeks Extension of Temporary Pot Ban 

Rochester Planning Board

As requested by the Rochester Board of Selectmen, 
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the Planning Board on May 8 held a public hearing for 
an Annual Town Meeting warrant article to amend the 
temporary marijuana retail sale moratorium by extending 
the moratorium until June 30, 2019. 

The moratorium, like similar ones adopted in 
the Tri-Town, includes temporary bans on recreational 
marijuana dispensaries, processing facilities, cultivation 
facilities, and any other commercial businesses that would 
distribute recreational marijuana. 

The hearing was promptly closed with no questions 
of discussion from the board or the two residents in 
attendance, and board members voted unanimously to 
recommend the article to Town Meeting voters. 

The Attorney General's Office has expressed in 
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multiple responses to municipal marijuana moratorium 
bylaws that it will not honor moratoria beyond the 
December 31, 2018 date, saying that the time provided 
to municipalities in the Commonwealth was sufficient, 
which was stated in the AG's response to the Town 
of Egremont's adopted bylaw: "We believe that it is 
reasonable to expect a town to complete its planning 
process for the new use of Recreational Marijuana 
Establishments by December 31, 2018, six months 
after publication of the final regulations. Beyond that 
time period, a moratorium on Recreational Marijuana 
Establishments could be viewed as unconstitutional 
because it is not tied to current legitimate planning 
needs." 

Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson 
acknowledged that, but stated, "We'll give it a shot." 

The Town's current bylaw provides for a 
moratorium only until October 31, 2018. 

"The worst they can say is they changed the end 
date to December 31 st or something," said Johnson, 
"which means we would have to act really fast on 
regulations, and apparently we got a lot of business 


coming our way" 

Johnson was referring to Town Planner Steve 
Starrett's announcement that there are now seven large- 
scale solar project applications that will come before the 
board over the next couple of months. 

In other matters, the board had to re-vote and 
amend its approval for the Special Permit for the Borrego 
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Solar Systems solar farm at 453 Rounseville Road due 
to a clerical error, "Which affected the way an aggrieved 
person could appeal, and it wasn't picked up ... by town 
counsel," said Johnson. 

Johnson specified that the decision noted an appeal 
should be directed to the Zoning Board of Appeals, 
which is the case for subdivisions and Site Plan reviews; 
however, for solar projects, appeals are made to the Court. 

"There was an appeal made erroneously to the 
ZB A, since been withdrawn," Johnson said, "and we need 
to re-vote this tonight with the correct language ... so 
there'll be an additional twenty-day appeal period." 

Attorney John Serky, on behalf of Borrego Solar 
Systems, was unable to attend the meeting that night, but 
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he delivered earlier in the day a "humble pie" (cherry 
flavored) with some plates and forks for the board to eat 
in lieu of the crow he suggested they eat in an email to the 
board "reporting" on the board's error. 

The board continued the Special Residential 
Development Special Permit, an Application for Work on 
a Scenic Highway Permit, and a Groundwater Protection 
District Special Permit for REpurpose Properties, LLC. 

The public hearing request from the engineer of the age- 
restricted community, 22 duplex units, for the Village at 
Plumb Corner was continued until May 16. 

The board also continued the Approval Not 
Required application for Joseph Longo for property 
on Mendell Road, Map 30, Lot 2 until May 16 at the 
applicant's request. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is set for Wednesday, May 16, at the Rochester Town Hall 
at 7:00 pm. There will be no regular meeting on Tuesday, 
May 22.

Corazzini has been the club's advisor for 
over ten years, and in her opinion the AFS Club has made 
a major impact on the school's community and the lives 
of the students. The adventures that her students have 
been able to experience over the years in AFS Club have 
enriched their lives as is evident from the alumni that 
still contact Corazzini and inform her of friendships that 
continue to thrive from their time in the club. 

"The value of the foreign exchange students is 
immeasurable.

To this point. Old Colony has had contributions 
from Zach Soucy and Connor Halle on offense, as well as 
others, but it's been a sophomore leading the charge on 
offense through the first nine games. 

Ethan Harrop, coming off a five-goal, two-assist 
performance in the win over Bristol-Plymouth, is the 
Cougars leading scorer with 14 goals on the year.

that we need to make decisions that some will criticize. 
Nevertheless, as your elected representatives, we go about 
the business of leading the community in a way that we 
believe is both responsible and prudent. 

The recent decision that has generated some 
controversy is the one in which we voted to include on 
the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting only the Article 
for the renovation of the Town House. Our decision to 
proceed in this way was in no way intended to minimize 
the hard work of the Subcommittee of the Town House 
Building Committee. We recognize that these committee 
members expended considerable energy with very little 
time and an even smaller budget. 

Our decision, however, was made after 
consideration of many different factors. We have been 
studying the issue of what to do about the Town House 
for about 10 years. We have commissioned studies to 
look at the existing conditions of the building. We have 
had two different volunteer committees look at several 
different approaches that included renovation of the 
existing structure, erecting a new building on another site, 
and even joining the existing building with the Library 
to have a larger, campus-like setting. We believe that the 
different concepts have been satisfactorily studied. 

As Board members, we have attended many public 
forums at which various iterations of potential designs 
have been formulated and discussed. We have watched as 
Town Meeting has twice funded the continued study of 
the renovation of the Town House. A survey, admittedly 
unscientific, was conducted in which the majority of 
those who took the time to respond indicated that their 
preference was for renovation over the construction of 
a new building at the former VFW site. The most recent 
of these was the public hearing held on March 1, and we 
came away with the clear impression that the majority of 
our residents favor the renovation of our historic Town 
House. 

We must also consider the proposals in light of 
what makes the best economic sense. We believe that 
the current plan to renovate the existing Town House 
has been thoroughly vetted and that the likelihood 
of surprises in terms of cost overruns would be quite 
minimal. The construction of a new building, on the other 
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hand, has a long way to go before a meaningful budget 
estimate can be adequately developed. It would take 
a lot longer to get to an apples-to-apples comparison. 

And, while that was occurring, the actual cost for either 
scenario would only continue to rise. 

In addition, we do not agree that sending competing 
articles to Town Meeting is the prudent course of action. 
Recent capital projects that include the expansion of 
Sippican School, the building of the Sewer Treatment 
Plant, or the construction of the new Police Station 
were not handled that way. Rather, previous Boards of 
Selectmen took a leadership role and submitted the article 
that, in their best judgment, makes the most sense given 
the best information at the time. We believe that we have 
done exactly that here. 

As your elected representatives, we understand 
that with every decision, some will be happy and others 
will be disappointed. We never expected that this decision 
would be any different. We believe, as your elected 
representatives, that we have made the best decision 
based upon our best judgment when considering all of the 
many complex factors. This matter is clearly in the voters' 
hands at both the Town Meeting and the Election.

I am proud to be a "native" Marionite - born and 
schooled in this special, quintessential New England 
town. I left to attend college and pursue my career, then 
after 35 years living on the west coast and elsewhere, my 
husband (also a Marion native) and I returned home with 
our family. Nowhere else we've lived has ever felt like 
home. What makes Marion so special? Our community, 
waterfront, and beautiful village. Travel around the 
country and you find many towns that have lost their 
hometown personality to cookie-cutter development 
and congestion. Marion has managed to hang onto its 
peaceful charm over many decades, but maintaining it 
for our children and grandchildren will require continued 
vigilance and investment. 

The Town House is one of the fibers that keeps 
Marion's fabric strong. When I take visitors on a tour of 
our town, their eyes light up when they see our beautiful, 
historic buildings. Might we save a few bucks by building 
a new town hall on the VFW property? Maybe. Will 
a developer see value in converting the Town House 
to condos or offices? Doubtful. Remediating asbestos, 
replacing the electrical system, and meeting building 
codes will likely cost more than the market price of 
the condos. Similar historic buildings in Fairhaven sit 
deteriorating as they wait for a developer to rescue them. 

Like the Mastercard ad says, "A new town hall: 
$5,107,000. A preserved historic Town House: priceless." 
Please come to Town Meeting on May 14 and vote to keep 
Marion's Town Hall where it is for generations to come.

To the Editor: 

We, the current generation of Marion residents, 
have been entrusted with a legacy of assets. The character 
of the town comes from some rather hard to define 
tangible and intangible elements which include zoning, 
quality of our schools, the age and architecture of houses, 
especially in the village, our waterfront and the stunning 
Tabor campus. One of those elements of Marion's 
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character is its public buildings. 

Buildings such as the town house, library and music 
hall are not just hard assets or consumables, but have 
value besides their utilitarian function. They form part of 
the fabric which is Marion's legacy and history There are 
some very reasonable people in the renovation discussion 
who, in my opinion, are not giving full consideration to 
the intrinsic value of the town house, whose value goes 
beyond its function as a capital asset. If function is all we 
care about then we could bring in some trailers and stick 
them in the VFW parking lot. Our legacy buildings should 
not be judged by function alone. 

Elizabeth Taber founded Tabor Academy and left 
behind the town house and half a dozen other buildings 
which are all part of the unique heritage of this town. 
Previous generations passed them on to us as part of 
that unique heritage. It is our custodial responsibility to 
restore the town house and fulfill the obligation to those 
who left it to us and to our future generations. 

The "civic center" of the town is formed by the 
town house, the school, the library, the park across the 
street, the Art Center and the Masonic Hall. By moving 
the town government away from the existing building 
to the other side of Route 6, we suffer two things: a 
diminishing of the town center and very possibly the 
ultimate loss of the architecture of the town house 
since, once in private hands, it could be torn down or 
significantly altered. 

Some years ago. New Bedford made a dreadful 
decision when they put a highway down the middle 
of the city, cutting off the waterfront, perhaps the most 
important asset of the city. The character of the city was 
permanently changed and New Bedford has been trying 
to fix it ever since. 

Moving our seat of local government away from 
the center of town would have a similar effect. Changes 
are incremental. The decision we take regarding town hall 
will set a precedent. Today the town house. Tomorrow 
maybe the Library. After all, people will say, "we didn't 
save the town house. Why save that old library?" What 
about the music hall? The unintended consequences 
will take place over time, including changes in the 
neighborhood and probable effect on property valuations. 
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The results will only be recognized in retrospect. I prefer 
not to be asked by future generations, as they are now in 
New Bedford, "what were they thinking???" 

Some will say that the $3 million difference in 
expense over thirty years (about $40 / yr. for the average 
house in Marion), to renovate the town house is a bad 
investment compared to the cheaper plan to build a 
modern building by the VFW, and that money should 
be spent elsewhere. I am generally conservative when 
it comes to government and taxation. I am well aware 
that if the funds for the town house are approved, every 
taxpayer will be burdened by this project, whether they 
vote for it or not. 

Yet, when calculating what is and what is not 
a good investment, I might offer the thousand or so 
boats out in the harbor. Every one of them is a very bad 
investment when measured strictly in monetary terms. 
None of us will ever get our money out of them, dollar 
for dollar, and I would venture to say that as investments 
they are very big losers. 

But in terms of quality of life, they, like the town 
house and our other historic public buildings, are worthy 
investments when measured against the full spectrum 
of how we determine value and quality of life. I would 
like to keep what we have and pass Marion on to the 
next generation, improved if possible, but certainly not 
diminished from what we have inherited.

The 
Sippican Historical Society will preview one building a 
week so that the residents of Marion can understand more 
about its unique historical architecture. This installment 
features 294 Front Street. 

The dwelling at 294 Front Street was built in the 
first quarter of the 19th century for Hezekiah and Mary

The Mendell family in Marion dates back 
to the Revolutionary War, when Pvt. Daniel Mendell 
and Cpl. Church Mendell served. From 1850 to 1880, 
William C. Mendell, master mariner and a veteran of 
the Union Navy, owned this house. By 1890, Hosea 
Morril Knowlton, the prosecuting attorney in the Lizzie 
Borden trial at Fall River and later the attorney general 
of Massachusetts, rented this house for many years.

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high school level. He, therefore, graciously accepted the 
invitation of Tabor's Mathematics and Computer Science 
Department. 

Jeanne Townsend, a staff member in Tabor's 
IT Department and student of physics in college, 
summarized the hour-long talk as follows. "While 
numbers, formulas, and scientific theories aren't 
everyone's cup of tea, evidently black holes are. Anything 
involving black holes gets the public's attention. As Dr. 
Weiss explained, pop culture and comics have paved the 
way for people to feel ownership of black holes, which are 
among the objects that cause the gravitational waves Dr. 
Weiss and his colleagues detect. The Laser Interferometer 
Gravitational Wave Observatory, or LIGO, project that 
Dr. Weiss collaborated on has created a new method for 
observing the heavens. LIGO has recorded black holes 
merging and, more recently, neutron stars colliding. 

Both interactions involve objects with huge masses 
travelling near the speed of light, conditions necessary 
to create detectible gravitational waves. Using LIGO to 
help triangulate the location in space of cosmic mayhem 
provides scientists with another lens with which to view, 
study, and explore our universe." 

Dr. Weiss encouraged the audience by his example 
and his obvious passion and joy in his subject, to explore 
our curiosities, make mistakes as we pursue knowledge, 
and to continue to ask questions His inventions and 
accomplishments are legendary, but his basic message 
can resonate with all of us.

The Misandrists. Starring Susanne Sachsse and 
Kita Updike. Directed by Bruce LaBruce. Running 
time: 93 minutes. No MPAA rating, but for adults 
only. Coming soon to select theaters. 

The only moment I freely enjoyed in Bruce 
LaBruce's erotic satire The Misandrists comes when 
a woman dressed as a nun, walking on the grounds 
outside an all-girl 
school, suddenly and 
randomly breaks into 
the Charleston while 
music plays (coming 
from where? We 
don't know). Then, 
as inexplicably as it 
started, the music stops, 
the dance is cut off, 
and the "nun" resumes 
walking. This happens 
roughly fifty minutes 
into the movie, and 
it's the only bit with 
any spontaneity or life. The rest of The Misandrists is 
more porno-tinged, half-serious "radical" agitprop 
from LaBruce, a founding father of the queercore 
movement of the '80s, who has made this as a quasi¬ 
sequel to his 2004 film The Raspberry Reich. 

For LaBruce, homosexuality is revolutionary, 
and he literalizes that by linking gay sex with 
terrorism, or at least with terrorist rhetoric. I see 
the point: In certain quarters of supposedly free 
Western societies (LaBruce hails from Ontario), if 
you're LGBTQ you may as well be ISIS. So why 
not give homophobes something to be genuinely 
phobic about? Filmed in Berlin in twelve days on 
a Kickstarter budget. The Misandrists concerns a 
lesbian separatist group — the Female Liberation 
Army —disguised as a convent. Their leader is 
Big Mother (Susanne Sachsse, from Raspberry 
Reich), who uses gender-swapped words like 
"womansplain" and says things like "We must tell 


the world to wake up and smell the estrogen." 

If this is your cup of camp, drink up. I found 
it largely boring, especially a slow-motion pillow 
fight that goes on for eight or nine weeks, or so it 
seems. Filmed in early 2016, The Misandrists can't 
really be faulted for not anticipating the atmosphere 
in which it would eventually be released (after a 
year or so of bouncing around festivals worldwide). 
You can't read a room if you're not expecting it to be 
on fire in two years. But maybe now isn't the time 
for a jokey send-up of gay, female and transgender 
rage. Maybe it also isn't the time for scenes like the 
one in which an intersex young woman is ostracized 
(temporarily, but still) while a wounded young man 

is subjected to forced 
gender reassignment 
surgery (shown in 
gory, leering close-ups 
in actual vaginoplasty 
footage as the man 
screams in pain). This 
may be a shot at the 
TERF mentality (trans¬ 
exclusionary radical 
feminism), but in this 
particular landscape it 
lands poorly. As Roger 
Ebert wrote about the 
lumberjack jokes in 
Blue Velvet, "Sorry, but I just couldn't get my lips to 
smile." 

This sort of japery was done funnier and 
filthier by John Waters in the pride of his midnight- 
movie shining, in films like Desperate Living and 
Female Trouble. I'm not sure whether LaBruce wants 
us to chuckle politely — that dignified whitebread 
titter you hear in audiences for art-house flicks — 
or to nod in meaningful mute assent to the heavy 
points he's making. One of the points is a good one: 
extremism used to control people is bad; used in art, 
as in the pornifesto the young women produce at the 
movie's end, it's good. Would that The Misandrists 
were an example of the latter. As it is, it employs 
graphic, unsimulated sex and blood for an upsy 
daisy assortment of self-consciously subversive 
blackout sketches. Which may have worked in the 
somewhat gentler '90s. These days, more is needed 
and deserved.

technology, rather, because it makes life more interesting."
